Kenaf, whose fiber can be used 
as a substitute for jute in the 
manufacture of burlap, is a new- 
tomer to the Everglades. Although 
this. hibiscus relative yields a good 
fiber, producers have not yet dem- 
onstrated that it can be harvested 
economically. 

Dr. Forsee, a native of Owen- 
ton, -Ky., received his doctor’s de- 
gree,in chemistry from, the Uni- 
versity of Florida. He has been 
with the Everglades Experiment, 
Station since 1937,’ and currently 
is directing soils and fertilizer test 
projects near Lake Worth and at 
Fort Pierce, besides those he has 
been conducting at Belle Glade. 

Dr. Allison won a lasting place 
for himself in Florida science by 
his discovery in 1926 that copper 
was needed to produce crops on 
the sawgrass peat soil of the Ever- 
gilades. 

Bulletin 190, published by ‘the 
Agricultural Experiment . Station, 
which deseribes, Dr. Allison's re~- 
search, is now recognized as’ a 
classic in the field of soil chem- 
istry.. The work described in this 
bulletin opened the Everglades to 
agriculture.—Miami Herald. t
